London Inclines to Sneer. 

LONDON, June 19.—Following the 
lead of the morning newspapers, 
whose comments on the nomination 
of illiiam H, Taft are for the most 
part of the friendliest nature, the aft- 
ernoon papers commend his selection, 
though a few are inclined to sneer 
at his supposed subserviency to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and his acquiesence 
in everything that Roosevelt stands 
for. 

The Standard describes Taft as the 
smaller of the American “Siamese 
twins,’ though it says it does not 
wish to be understood as uncompli- 
mentary in the allusion. 

It declares that Taft learned his 
statecraft under.a brilliant master 
and that he plainly possesses a mind 
of his own and great ability and that 
in case of his, exaltation to the pres- 
idency he would uphold the honesty 
and purity of his nation. 

The Westminster Gazette gives tn- 
stinted praise to both Taft and Roose- 
velt. Taft, it says, hus executive and 
diplomatic ability and strength and in- 
dependence. It declares that Roosevelt 
is the creator of a new American type 
of statesmen and urges him to remain 
the adviser of the nation and of Taft, 
her possible future President. 

The GloBe does not deem Taft's elec- 
tion at all certain. It says Bryan is

Taft got the votes. 

That is the story of the presidential 
nomination in the Republican National 
Convention. Without a break in sched- 
ule, the ballots were piled up for the 
War Secretary until he had almost 
enough to nominate him before his own 
State, Ohio, had a chance to vote. 

It was Ohio that gave the necessary 
votes to assure him the nomination. 
The remaining votes of 23 states and 
territories cast solidly for him were so 
much “velvet.” His total wags 7vz at 
the end, but the interest for the crowd 
was gone when Ohio was passed. 

President Roosevelt got three votes, 
although not formally placed in nomi- 
nation. They came from Pennsylvania 
two minutes after Secretary Taft had 
won his majority, but they got more 
tremendous cheering than all the Taft 
votes. 

All Enthusiasm for Roosevelt. 

From the opening cheer. for President 
R vcevelt Wednesday until the nomina- 
tion was made Thursday night, it was 
apparent that the delegates had come 
for business. They were not enthusi- 
astic for anybody. , They had come to 
vote as instructed ‘and their stolidity 


was what gave Mr. Hitchcock and the 
other Taft leaders confidence when the 
bombardment of Roosevelt enthusiasm 
assailed them. 

In the galleries there was no politics. 
There the Roosevelt enthusiasm was 
rampant. Old politicians say they never 
saw such an outeome as that given his 
name during the speech of Senator 
Lodge Wednesday. It was repeated 
with as great vigor and spontaneity 
anursday, but it lasted only 20 minu-es 
instead of 47, as the day before. 

Among the delegation, Wisconsin was 
easily first in Roosevelt enthusiasm. The 
other anti-Taft states joined Wisconsin, 
and so did some of the Southern states, 
notably Texas. But the great Repub- 
lican states of the North, except those 
having favorite sons, were impregna- 
ble. Their:delegates stood stolidly dur- 
ing the cheering. 

The nominating speeches, except 
those for Gov. Hughes and Secretary 
Taft, wearied the crowd and the ora- 
tors could not keep attention. 

Cries of “Name him” and “Cut it 
off’’ interferred with them. Gov. Han- 
ley of Indiana, speaking for Fairbanks, 
was the occasion of a new kind of 
demonstration. His favorite gesture 
was to clap his hands. The crowd took 
it up. They clapped hands, keeping 
time with him. One little slap of his 
hands and a mighty slap would re- 
sound form thousands of other hands. 

Speakers Liberally Applauded. 

The laughter stirred up made Chair- 
man Lodge threaten to clear the gal- 
leries. Representative Boutell, naming 
Speaker Cannon; Gen. Woodford for 
Gov. Hughes, Gov. Hanley for Fair- 
banks, lLieutenant-Governor Murphy 
for Senator Knox, R. MeCoy for 
Senator Foraker and Henry Cochems 
for Senator La Follette, all received 
liberal applause for their speeches when 
they finished. 

The ‘‘favorite-son”’ states Ic? it and 
the galleries joined because they felt 
good. natured despite the heat. 

Cochems, who is a young collegian, 
and recergly a champion football player 
at Wisconsin University, made the hit 
of the nominating speeches. He went 
after the delegates hard, preaching La 
Follette ideas. He gave them football 
rushes of words and when the crowd 
got tired he stuck to his task —— a 
football hero’s grim determination. 
This won the crowd and got him more 
applause than Was given any other 
“favorite son’? nominator. 

But it was C. A. A. MeGee of Wis- 
conson seconding the La Follette nomi- 
nation, who raised the convention to 
highest tension. 

His was the last nominating speech 
and it was a short whirlwind attempt 
entirely devoted to Roosevelt. He took 
the President from San Juan Hill down 
to the present day. He described his 
mighty work for the nation. He lauded 
him as the great champion of the peo- 
ple. He mentioned none else and he 
had the great throng on tiptoe expect- 
ing the looked-for Roosevelt stampede. 


Crowd Watts for Stampede. 
When he reached the last sentence 
the Coliseum Was swept by a tumult of 
cheers. When he named Robert M. La 
Follette few heard him and as he leaped 
from the platform the great throng 
thought he had named President Roose- 


velt. 

The stampede of the day before was 
resumed. The anti-Taft delegates leaped 
to their chairs and waved flags and 


hats. 

The Wisconsin men, deliberately lead- 
ing the enthusiasm, gave their State 
University yell again and again for 
Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt pictures Were displayed in 
the front galleries, one in the center of 
a great flag. For the first time the 
convention managers showed alarm. 
They ordered the sérgeants-at-arms to 
work. Leaders of the demonstration 
were made to sit down and put away 
their flags and pictures. Senator Lodge, 
in anger, pleaded and protested. Final- 
ly he ordered the roll call for votes on 
the nominees. It Was begun with a 
megaphone and four states were called 
befgre the uproar ceased.

Tony “Criminite,” Marked for 
Doom by Victim’s Friends, 
Stabbed, Beaten, Killed. 


FLED, FROM HIS HOME 





Branded as a Convict He Left 
Dago Hill, but Revisited 
Scene of Crime. 





The murder of Tony Santon was 
avenged -when Tony Carmelo, his slay- 
er, was shot, stabbed and then beaten to 
death on ‘Dago Hill,” the Italian settle- 
ment south of Manchester avenue and 
west of King’s highway. 

Carmelo had been warned that his 
foes in a vendetta had sworn to take his 
life. Day and night he carried a revol- 
ver in a holster at his waist. He had it 
Thursday night when he was attacked, 
but his assailants gave him no time to 
draw. The work of the vendetta was 
swift and sure. 

Four times they shot him. Six times 
they stabbed him. Three times they 
struck him with a hatchet or a pick 
and when he was down they beat and 
kicked him until his body was a mass 
of bruises and broken bones. 

Tony “Criminite’ was no more. His 
Slayers siunk away in the darkness, 
“Criminite’—that was ‘a nickname 
which was the mark of death for Car- 
melo. Tony, the convict; Tony, the 
criminal, was what his fellow Italiana 
“called him when he came back to 8t. 
‘Louis from the Penitentiary eight 
months ago. 

Flees Words of Hate. 

As he walked the streets of Dago 
Fiill men stood in groups and whispered 
that word of reproach: “Criminite.’’

Roepe No Penalty for Vendetta. 

It was at the southwest corner of Sev- 
enth and Wash streets that Carmelo 
shot and killed Tony Santon, a Sicilian, 
oW the night of March 17, 190%. No wit- 
nesses appeared at the trial with evi- 
dence to send him to the gallows. Ven- 
weance awaited him in another form. 
The vendctta is not appeased with a 
rope. 

So Tony was sent to the Penitentiary 
for three years on his conviction of 
manslaugtter. 

Having paid the penalty of the law, 
but with the brand of “Criminite” stil) 
upon him, Tony was irresistibly drawn 
to the corner where he killed Santon. 

His appearance there became a matter 
of gossip in the neighborhood; so much 
so that police of the Carr street district 
knew of it and commented on Carmelo’s 
boldness Thursday a few hours before 
he was murdered. 

Find Body After Shooting. 

At 10 p. m., Patrolman Hare and Mce- 
Vey were talking to three residents of 
Dago Hill at Daggatt avenue and Here- 
ford street. 

They heard two shots in quick sucees- | 
gion in the direction of te Oak Hill 
raliroad tracks, two blocks away. As 
they hurried there they heard a scream 
and a cry of agony, then two more 
shots. 

They found the body of Carmelo lying 
on the railroad track. No one was near. 

At the base of Carmelo’s skull was a 
bullet wound. In his right temple was 
another. On the back of his neck were 
three stiletto wounds. His face was 
gashed as though with a hatchet and 
his jaw was broken. He had been shot 
in both legs. 

The body lay on its back with the 


hands crossed over each other on the] 


chest as though the murderers, having 
wreaked their vengeance, hed shown 
their respect for the dead by disposing 
the limbs of the man they had slain. 

In ite holster at the dead man's waist 
was his loaded revolver. Several resi- 


dents of the hill identified him as Tony : 


“Criminite,” and thet was the name 
which appeared in the police report of 
the murder—Tony, the convict. 

Like a Binck Hand Pilot, 

‘The motive for the killing of Tony 
Santon by Tony Carmelo was never 
known. It was said at the ‘ime that 
they were leaders of rival secret organ- 
izations akin to the Black Hand. 

All that ever was learned was that 
they met at Sixth ard Carr streets and 
that Santon slapped Carmelo’s face. 
“They fought around the biock until they

The Board of Directors of the West 
Presbyterian Church, Maple and Mary- 
ville avenues, had a great deal of dif- 
ficulty in making a satisfactory light- 
ing contract with the Unton Electric 
Light and Power Co. ' 

Union Electric canceied the church's 
old contract, under which the bills had 
averaged $25 a month, and offered a 
new contract with a minimum guaran- 
tee of $51 a month. As this minimum 
Was more than twice the 
amount of the bills under the former 
contract, the board rejected the propo- 
sition. 

The church has an installation of 609 
lamps. Union Electric's demand was 
@ guarantee of 10 cents for each lamp 
instalied. When the church board final- 
ly refused to pay the 10 cents guar- 
antee, Union Electric cut the guafran- 
tee to 6 cents a lamp, and on that basis 
the contract was signed, but not until

that the church would cease to use 
electrical illumination rather than sub- 
mit to what the directors considered an 
unreasonable guarantee, 


- Beard Rejects Contract. 
“There was no minimum guarantee 


in our old contract,” said Charles H. 
former treasurer of the 
church, to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
*Union Electric exercised its option 
to cancel the church’s contract at the 
expiration of one of the yearly periods. 
“When the new contract was offered, 
with a minimum of $51 a month, I told 
the Union Electric solicitor that I was 
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the hold-up. He requested that I sub- 
mit the contract to the board, and I 
@id. The board rejected it. 

“Then Union Electric came back with 
@ second contract with a minimum of 
$36. I was told by one of Union Elec- 
tric’s men that the company had been 
losing money under the old contract, 
and that it wanted us to pay a readi- 
mess-to-serve charge. 

Couldn't See Powelson. 

“The second contract was not satis- 
factory. The solicitor told me that Presi- 
dent Powelson was the only official of 
the company who had authority to offer 
any other contract, and suggested that

‘I went to Union Blectric’s office to 
see Mr. Powelson. I was told that Mr. 
Powelson was busy and that he could 
not see me, and also that he did not 
taxe up matters of the kind that I 
wanted to discuss with him.

It is impossible to calculate the mil- 
lions of tons of water that sweep under 


river is at its flood height as it is now. 


The Post-Dispatch Building, with its 
six stories, is 100 feet high. If it stoed 
upon the bottom of the Missisippi River, 
between the two middle piers of the 
Eads Bridge, and directly beneath the 
center of the great steel span, there 
would be only three feet of clearance 
between its roof and the under side of 
the bridge. 

And nearly half of the building would 
be beneath the water. 

The Mississippi River is 1500 feet wide 
at the Eads Bridge when the water is 


width of 2000 feet at the bridge when 
the water is a little above the low 
Stage. It now is a mile and a quarter 
wide at the bridge. 

But now the river is 3 feet above 
low-water mark, On the St. Louis side 
it covers all the levee and reaches to 
the buildings that are several hundred 
feet from the shore when the water is 
low. 

Beneath the central span of the Eads 
Bridge the water is 48% feet deep now, 
and from the surface of the water as 
it rushes between the piers it is only 
54% feet to the under side of the span 
abeve. At low water the river is 13% 
feet deep at this point and it is 89% feet 
from the surface of the water to the 
under side of the central span.

I asked 
hira why he was going without a shirt. | 
He sald: 
“ "The Union Biectric Light and Power 
Co. sent a constable around and got my 
shirt, and I have not had enough money 
since to buy another.’ 
“Tt Is the first time,” added the law- 
yer, “that I ever know anybody to lit- 
erally strip the shirt off a mar's vack.”

East Side—More Dams 
Break. 


The high water at St. Louis is now at 


its crest with a stage of 34.8 feet, ac- 
cording to the official forecast of the 
Weather Bureau Friday. In the last % 
hours there was a rise of three-tenths 
of a foot. 

Above St. Louis the river will fall 
slowly, the prediction says, but there 
will be a further rise between St. Louls 
and Chester. 

At Alton. there was no rise in the last 
24 hours. The Missouri, at St. Charles, 
rose two inches. 

Comparison With 1903 Flood. 


in the Mississippi River does not com- 
pare with the flood of 1908 around Alton, 
a careful estimate of the damage done 
by the waters is almost as great. 
Those who are best informed as to 
the situation there say the damage to 
crops, farm lands, houses, boat proper- 
ties, etc., will amount, this year, ‘to 
$331,000. In 1903, the damage was esti- 
mated at $350,000, with a higher stage of 
water by 5 feet. This is because the 
farmers in 1903 had not planted so ex- 
tensively as in 1908. The year before, 
they had had a flood which, while it 
Was not so extensfve as that of the 
following year, frightened them. There 
was no warning of a possible rise this 
spring given by the river last year. 


Estimate of Damage. 

The fsllowirg estimate gives the areas 
damaged and the amount of loss: 

At Edwardsville Crossing, the damage 
to wheat and corn lands is $44,000. 

East Alton, damage $9000. 

At East End Place the damage to 
houses inundated and washed.away sand 
from loss of crops is estimated at $10,000. 

The ioss to the Illinois Giass Factory 
for loss of time in having to shut down 
part of the plant, loss of ware which 
might have been made and te [floeding 
of yards and cellars of the plant, $10,000. 

Bluff Line Railroad, damage to tracks 
and loss of freight and passenger busi- 
ness, $5000. 

Damage to boats, docks and 
Spread Eagle wharf boat, $1000. 

Loss to flour mills and business houses 
on West Second street, from floode 
cellars and damaged geods, $2000. 

5000 Acres Are Flooded. 

West Alton from lands flooded, 2000 
acres, damaged $100,000. 

Missours Point farm lands flooded, 3000 
acres, damaged $150,000. . 

The crest of the river is new believed 
to have been reached. There has been 
no perceptible rise since Thursday night. 
The gauge Friday shows 27.2 feet, as 
against 31.4 feet in 1908. 

The W. D. Fluent flood bulletin on 
the river bank was washed away by 
the water, Thursday morning.

Four Embankments Covered. 

North of the city the water has gone 
over the four railroad embankments be- 
tween the river and the city levee. It 
is now held back by the B. & O. Reail- 
road embankment, and if it goes over 
that there is nothing te hold if, ex- 
cept Bowman's dike, which is iower 
than the B. & O. embankment. 

This would put all the railroads out 
of business, so far as freight traffic ts 
concerned and would entirely submerge 
the Island.

However much inclined one may be to quarrel 
with the methods by which Mr. Taft was nom- 
inated, none can deny the high character and ca- 
pacity of the man, nor his eminent practical qual- 
ifications for the presidency. Mr. Taft possesses 
an unusual combination of the judicial tempera- 
ment with executive energy and ability. He is 
diplomatic and although identified “with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s policies, exemplifies the antipode 
of his methods.

It is an office for which Mr. Taft hes conspicu- 
ous qualifications, But best of all, bis nomination 
means the end of Roosevelt and Rooseveltism. It 
means the end of personal government, of autocrat- 
i: regime, of militaristn, of jingoism, of Rough-Rider- 
ism, of administration by shouting and clamor, tu- 
mult and denunciation.. It means the end of the 
Roosevelt reign of terror and the restoration of the 
presidency to its historical dignity under the con- 
stitution, 

Even Andrew Johnson, in his periods of sobriety, 
had more innate respect for the office itself, for 
its traditions and. for appearances than Mr. Roose- 
velt has shown. Never before was there such a law- 
less President. Never before was the presidency 80 
deliberately lowered to gratify a love for studied and 
sensational theatricalism. 

Mr. Taft’s nomination means the end of the most 
shocking extravagance known in the history of the 
country; the most extraordinary contempt for econ- 
omy and retrenchment that any executive ever dis- 
played; the most irresponsible clamor for bigger na- 
vies by absurd appeals to the war spirit and ab- 
surd threats of foreign enemies; the most reckless 
disregard of constitutional limitations and consti- 
tutional checks and balances. Every serious, 
thoughtful citizen can now breathe more freely, and 
feel that the republic is safer, having withstoood an- 
other searching test of its' right to endure. 

Mr. Taft may be pledged to Mr. Roosevelt’s poli- 
cies, but he is certainly not pledged to Mr. Roose- 
velt’s methods. He was reared in the school of con- 
stitutional government. His father before him was 
a distinguished jurist, whe served both as Secretary 
of War and Attorney-General in Grant's Cabinet. 
Mr. Taft himself for nearly a quarter of a century 
has been trained in the public service. He has been 
a state Judge, he has been Solicitor-General of the 
United States, he has been a Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court, he hak been Governor-General 
of the Philippines and for four years he has been 
Secretary of War, dealing with the most difficult 
and complicated problems that ever confronted that 
office in time of peace. In tne Philippines, in Cuba 
and in Panama he has proved himself a great ad- 
ministrator, and after seven years of Rooseveltism 
there is need of a great administrator. 

Mr. Taft ought to make a better President than 
Mr. Roosevelt. He is better balanced, he is better 
poised. The doubtful question relates to his future 
independence as an executive. Will he be bound by 
self-interest, by party policy, by personal obligation 
to defend Roosevelt’s mistakes? Is he bound to rep- 
resent all My Policies? Can he conscientiously dis- 
avow anything that Mr. Roosevelt chooses to impose 
upon a Man of My Type? If Mr. Taft follows his 
own conscience and judgment, prompted by his long 
training as a judge and lawyer, he will respect the 
constitution, the congress and the courts far more 
than Mr. Roosevelt has done. The shadow of the 
Big Stick will cease to hang over every department 
of government. 

TAFT’S NOMINATION ROOSEVELT’S BEST 
WORK. 


It is true that Mr. Taft could not have been nom- 
inated on his own merits without Mr. Roosevelt's 


support and the support of a great army of office 
holders. But it is fair to admit also that they could 
not have nominated Taft but for Taft’s exceptional 
record, ability and character. 

It was not in human nature that Mr. Roosevelt 
should have been totally indifferent to his successor 
or to the continuation of his policies and reforms. 
In that respect he does not differ from Jefferson, 
who selected Madison; from Jefferson and Madison, 
who selected Monroe, or from Jackson, who select- 
ed Van Buren. While uncompromising objection 
must be made to the shameless interference and 
control of conventions by a vast army of Federal of- 
fice holders under the personal direction of a Presi- 
dent who pretends to be a civil service reformer, so 
far as the selection of Taft is concerned, it is for- 
tunate that Mr. Roosevelt chose 80 wisely when he 
might have chosen so unwisely. Indeed, Mr. Taft's 
nomination is perhaps the best thing Mr. Roosevelt 
has done in the whole seven years of his adminis- 
tration. 

BRYAN'’S NOMINATION MEANS TAFT’S 
ELECTION. 

With Mr. Bryan as Mr. Taft's opponent the cam- 
paign can end only in a Republican victory. Mr. 
Bryan has been leader of the Democratic party vir- 
tually for 12 years, and the state of the party bears 
eloquent testimony to the quality of his leadership. 
Of 4 states the Democrats control only 13 and the 
Republicans 3%. There are only 31 Democrats in the 
United States Senate to 61 Republican, and another 
Republican Senator, elected in Kentucky, to succeed 
a Democrat, will take his seat March 4. There are 
only two anti-Republican senators north of the line 
of the Missouri Compromise. Outside of New York 
City there are only 37 Democrats in both houses of 
Congress from the entire Bast, North and West. 

Mr. Bryan’s own State has gone Repubilcan in 
every election for seven years, although he arranged 
a fusion ticket and framed a platform for every 
campaign. New Jersey, the only Northern State 
which failed to give its electoral votes to Lincoln in 
1860 and which went Lemocratic in evéry national 
election but one for 40 years, gave a Republican ma- 
jority of 87,000 against Mr. Bryan in 189% and has 
been Republican ever since. 

The story of New York is not greatly unlike the 
story of New Jersey. Thanks to Bryanism, New 
York ceased to be a debatable state In presidential 
elections. The Republican plurality in 1806 wag 268,- 


000; im 1890 it w&s 142,000; in 1904 it was 173,000. In. 


most of the counties of this state the Democratic 
party has all but gone out of existence. A ‘paral- 
lel to the disastrous consequences of Bryan leader- 
ship can be found only in the Civil War. 

Every idéa, principle or issue represented by Mr.

a thrice-beaten party do with @ twice-beaten candi- 
date whose policies have already overwhelmed the 
Democratic organization in wreck and ruin? 

TAFT IS NOT INVINCIBLE. 

Mr. Taft, in spite of his great ability and great 
qualifications for the presidency, is anything but in- 
vincible, except as Bryan and Bryanism make him 
so. 
alone might be devisive against him. were he con- 
fronted with a united opposition that could command 
public confidence. There ig no heavier burden for 
@ party to carry than the reversal from prosper- 
ity to hard times; but it ig Mr. Bryan and not Mr. 
Taft who stands in the public mind as the very 
apostle of hard times. There can be no ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the poor without the res- 
toration of confidence; there can be no work for the 
unemployed without the restoration of confidence. This 
restoration of confidence must extend to business 
men, manufacturers, capitalists, yes, even to the 
corporations which employ large numbers of men. 
These elements, however little they may like Taft, 
are infinitely more afraid of Bryan. 

The business and industrial situation needs peace; 
or, as Mr. Cleveland said, it needs “reassurance,’’’ 
How many business men believe that Mr. Bryan‘'s 
election would make for such reassurance? If 
elected, what could he do during the next four years 
except to increase the industrial’ and financial dis- 
turbance? The inevitable conflict between Mr. 
Bryan and the Senate would only add fuel to the 
A conflict with the House of Representatives 
would only make matters worse. With a Demo- 
cratic President like Gov. John A. Johnson, who 
has shown that he can work harmoniously with a 
Republican Legislature for the public welfare, the 
situation would be altogether different.

Unfortunately for Mr. Bryan, the situation is not 
greatly unlike that of 1896. He cannot possibly escape 
from his own record—free silver at 16 to 1, the at- 
tack on the United States Supreme Court, Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, the initiative and refer- 
endum and the long program of half-baked populistic 
and semi-socialistic false reforms. If he had ten 
times the virtues he possesses—and we have the 
highest regard for Mr. Bryan’s virtues—he is not 
available in this particular situation to represent 
the yearnings and hunger of labor, the sufferings 
of the manufacturer or the mute appeal of 400,000 
empty freight cars. 

The very people he appeals to, the men out of work, 
will discover, when the campaign develops the com- 
mon sense of the business situation and the fact that 
it is for their interest to vote for a renewal of pros- 
perity, for re-employment, for better wages, for 
steady jobs, al' depending on peace, confidence and 
credit, not on more denunciation and class hatred. 

The plain question, then, is this: If hard times be- 
come still harder before election day, who to the 
man out of work will seem the more likely to 
secure the return of good times? : 

These considerations do not apply to strict parti- 
sans. The majority of Democrats will undoubtedly 
vote for Mr. Bryan, as they did before, just as prac- 
tically all Republicans will vote for Mr. Taft. Four- 
fifths of the votes are not cast for the man, but 
for the party; but the arguments of the campaign 
will be addressed to the independent voters, who 
hold the balance of power. 

Eight years and twelve years ago Mr. Bryan ran 
on three totally distinct tickets. He had three to- 
tally distinct party organizations behind him. Hc 
was the candidate of a great combine. This ac- 
counted for his large popular vote in 1896, although 
he actually polled fewer votes than did the Demo- 
crats and Populists in 1892. 

Today the Silver Republicans who helped to give 
Mr. Bryan nine Western states in 199%, have nearly 
all returned to their old party allegiance. The very 
silver men who contributed $288,000 te Mr. Bryan's 
campaign funa in 18% are now largely against him. 
Today in the states of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota and California there is not a 
single Democratic newspaper of reputation and gen- 
éral influence. Today the Populist party, which 
polled over 1,000,000 votes in 1892, when Mr. Bryan 
voted for Gen. Weaver, and which was the very 
backbone of his strength in the West four years 
later, has nomiriated a ticket of its own, headed by 
Thomas E. Watson, very able, very keen, very bold. 
Mr. Watson was the Populist candidate for Vice- 
President on the ticket with Mr. Bryan in 18%. He 
and his party brought Mr. Bryan 27 electoral voter 
which could not have been obtained in any other 
way. Mr. Watson is now aggressively opposed to 


Mr. Bryan. 
More than this, the Socialistd have to be reckoned 


with. Eugene V. Debs, their’ candidate for President, 
to quote his own language, ‘“cupported Bryan in 
1896 and made a number of speeches for him in that 
campaign. I was a member of the Populist party, 
which indorsed Mr. Bryan.”’ Mr. Debs is a shrewd, 
resourceful, effective campaigner. As the Social- 
ist candidate for President in 1904 he polled 400,000 
votes and expects to poll 1,000,000 this year. Most 
of his votes will be cast at the expense of the Dem- 
ocratic ticket if Mr. Bryan is nominated. Again, 
the growing prohibition sentiment in the South is 
bound to draw strength from the Democratic party 
in the berder states of Maryland, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and Missouri. 

Not least or last is Mr. Hearst's Independence 
League, which, however feeble in the South, is 
a distinct menace to the Democratic party in New 
York, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Illinois, Indiana 
and California, to say nothing of the Middle West- 
ern States, where it is combining with farmers’ or- 
ganizations. In 1988 and 1900 Mr. Hearst was Mr. 
Bryan’s most enthusiastic supporter, advocating free 
silver with burning seal. But Mr. Hearst has 4l- 
‘ready declared that the Independence League will 
not support Mr. Bryan in 1988, and this opposition 
will be thrown with most force against Mr. Bryan 
in the debatable states where the Democratic party 
might have « chanes to success through a pelitical 
revolution. | 

Until the organization ef this league Mr. Hearst 
was «@ life-long Democrat. He served two terms in 
Congress as @ regular Tammany Democrat. Four

Day dn and day out we plodded on.

But 
it is just these times of failure that 
really test the hunter. In tho long run 
common sense and dogged persever- 
ance avail him more than any other 
qualities. The man who does not give 
up, but hunts steadily and resolutely 
through the spells of bad luck until the 
luck turns is the man who wins suc- 
cess in the end.

strength. As we crept stealthily for- 
ward, the calling grew louder and loud- 
er, until we could hear the grunting 
sounds with which the challenge of the 
nearest ended. He was in a large wal- 
low, which was also a lick. When we 
were still 60 yards off, he heard us, and 
rushed out, but wheeled and stood a 
moment to gaze, puzzled by my buck- 
skin suit. I fired into his throat, break- 
ing his neck, and down he went in a 
heap. 

Rushing in and turning, I called to 
Woody, “He’s a 12-pointer, but the 
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horns are small."" As I spoke I heard 
the roar of the challenge of the other 
bull not two hundred yards ahead, as if 
in defiant answer to my shot.

Broke His Neck 


Racing forward, I broke his neck. 
His antlers were the finest I ever got. 
A couple of whisky-jacks appeared at 
the first crack of the rifle with their 
customary astonishing familiarity and 
heedleseness of the hunter; they fol- 
lowed the wounded bull as he dragged 
his great carcass down the hill, and 
pounced with ghoulish bloodthirstiness 
on the gouts of blood that were 
sprinkled over the green herbage. 

These two bulls lay only a couple ot 
hundred yards apart, on a broad game- 
trail, which was as well beaten as a 
good bridle path. We began to skin out 
the heads, and as we were finishing we 
heard another bull challenging far up 
the mountain. He came nearer and 
nearer, and as soon as we had ended 
our work we grasped our rifles and 
trotted toward him along the game- 
trail. He was very noisy, uttering his 
loud, singing challenge every minute or 
two, 

The trail was so broad and firm 
that we walked in perfect silence. 
After going only five or six hundred 
yards we got very close indeed, and 
stole forward on tiptoe, listening to 
the roaring music. The sound came 
from a steep, narrow ravine to one 
side of the trail, and I walked toward 
it with my rifle at the ready. A slight 
puff gave the elk my wind and he 
dashed out of the ravine like a deer, 
but he was only 30 yards off and my 
bullet went into his shoulder as he 
passed behind a clump of young 
epruce. I plunged into the ravine, 
scrambled out of it and raced after 
him. 

In a minute T saw him standing 
with drooping head, and two more 
shots finished him. He also bore 
fine antlers. It was a great piece of 
luck to get three such fine bullg at 
the cost of half a day’s light work, 
but we had fairly earned them, hav- 
ing worked hard for ten days through 
rain, cold, hunger and fatigue to no 
purpore. That evening my homecom- 
ing to camp with three elk tongues 
and a brace of ruffed grouse hung at 
my belt was most happy.

Anti-Betting Legislation Recoils 
Hardest on Heads of Least 
Reprehensible Parties. 








Now that Gov. Hughes has carried 
his pet measure, which at one sweep 
stops around New York the enjoyment 
of a sport which gives recreation to 
hundreds of thousands of persons, to be 
consistent he should go after the stock 
exchange gambling evil, which is much 
more far-reaching in the gambling line, 
even if pillars of the church like John 
D. Rockefeller do engineer stock deais 
that render many penniless. While mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property will 
be rendered worthless around the coun- 
try’s metropolis, I predict the reorgani- 
zation of the sport upon a different 
basis. The new plan, in my opinion, 
will be the banishment of the book- 


maker, a large portion of the profits to 
go to the State, to be used for maintain- 
ing roads and keeping up fairs for the 
improvement of stock. In order to make 
the racing of a lasting description, the 
various plants will have to be taken 
out of the hands of private stockhold- 
ers—in short, should be owned by the 
State and conducted by a racing com- 
mission, and the racing should receive 
the approbation of the Governor and 
leading State officials, as it does in 
France and the English colonies.
